DUBLIN BECOMES NORMAL. 


Leaders of Rebellion Bring Swiftly 


Beard by Court Martial. 


DUBLIN. May 4—Justice has been 


swift In the case of the leaders of 
the Sinn' Fein rebellion. Three ot 
the ring-leaders, signatories ot the 
proclomatlon of the short-lived Irish 
republic, paid the supreme sacrifice. 
They were Patrick H. Pearse, the 
scholarly president of 
the provis- 


ional government,, Thomas Mac- 
Donagh and Thomas J. Clark. Their 
death sentences were pronounced by 
the field general court-martial and 
were duly confirmed by the highest 
authorities. Of the other 
signa- 


tories, James Connolly is lying in 
prison wounded, Zan Macdiarmad, 
Eamonn Ceannt and Joseph Plun- 
kett, are somewhere in Ireland, 
whether free or capture*! is not pub- 
licly known. 


The other ring leaders in custody 


In Ireland are now being tried with 
great rapidity by the central court-

rebels In various districts. The As- 
sociated Press correspondent saw a 
batch of the prisoners leaving one 
of the courts after being sentenced.

WHY RACING CARS APPEAR FREAKISH 


I 


HAVE often heard people remark about the freakish lines in the body 
construction of modern cars entered in Speedway races. Some people 
seem to think that these designs are solely for the purpose of attractanf 
attention, that is, to make the ear look different. 
* 
"" 
As a matter of fact, there is a definite scientific reason for their present 


prevalent shapes. It is to- counteract or to minimize wind resistance. This 
is so important that the American Automobile Association, known as the 
"Three A's," which » the governinf body for automobile sporting events, 
has found it necessary to make a ruling. This new rule prohibits one driver 
trailing in the wake of another. For example^ the tremendous power which 
the motor must generate in order to be a factor In modern speed racing is 
not all necessary merely to turn the wheels and make speed a laif* per- 
centage of it is coneemed in overcoming wind resistance. 
~- - 


If one driver will get his oar in Uae right behind another ear, he can 


stay within striking distance of this front ear with lose power exertion and 
less wear and tear on his car than the man in front-of him, who is acting aa 
a veritable buffer. Obviously this is unfair to the car in front. 
The illustration at the bottom depicts one of the conditions which bring 


forward the akin of drivers at Indianapolis track. At both ends of this track 
there is a long curve, a semi-eirele which is banked high at the enter edge. 
When a car makes this curve, if the driver can. he hugs the inside or the 
pole position. If he is driving at anything like average speed the very 
.momentum or centrifugal force swerves hu» car outward or towards the 
outer and tap edge: «f the track, so by the time he is half way round the 
circle he is mounting the incline automatically, unless through sldlMal driving 
he has forced his mount to stay at the pole. Under normal conditions, by 
the time he has completed the temUirde and ia coming out of the carve into, 
the straightaway, he is practically at the outer rim.

The laymen might think that the ear coming out of fee circle to the 


straightaway would be pointed straight (as indicated by the light Knot oa 
illustration below), but as a matter of fact, the rear end of the car is higher 
up on the ground than the front end. This illustrates one of the reasons 
why the driver element or the human aquation ia such a vital faetor in speed 
contests in Indianapolis.

Upon this paved oval, two and one-half miles around, the spectators 


never see a monontoneus procession, because cars change their position eight, 
times in making the circuit of two and one-half miles, and do not get into a 
saucer where the driver element ia reduced to aero.
